ians, no part of New Orleans can be 
considered exempt from^the pest. 


Friday's deaths were principally of- 


Italians. la two or more cases 'deaths 
have been reported of persons who 
were only reported the day previously 
as having the fever. These have been. 
concealed cases which the emergency 
officials, with the assistance of the 
surgeons, have disclosed. 


How Fever Spreads. 


Italians who have been living in 


the infected districts near the French 
market are fleelng.ro all parts. of 'the 
city. 
Some do not think about their 


household effects— just a few clothes 
and a little bedding, is all they take 
with them — but the continuous tramp- 
ing of these half-crazed people, it is 
claimed, may spread the fever. The 
authorities are determined to prevent' 
this and are asking the assistance of 
all citizens. 
' 


One instance discovered shows how 


the infection spread with such remark- 
able rapidity. In the third story of a 
house ia the infected district was 
found a cow. that had been raised 
from a calf, and in the same room 
at the foot of a bed on which her 
husband was dying of yellow fever a 
woman was milking a goat.

Hm thu 
symptoms rccurriuK, Senator Clark de- 
cided to have another operation de- 
spite the f'.u-t'tlr.it the snrgcon said it 
was not alv-ioUitely necessary. Clark 
floes uot believe iu halt measures and 
.was determined to have the matter 
over with for pood and all. 


This operation is one of,, the most 


delicate known to surgery. It necessi- 
tates exposing the brain, ar.d a false 
movement might easily result In death. 
Thomas A. Edison was recently oper- 
ated on in n similar manner. The fact 
that Edison pulled through would Indi- 
cate that the fortunate outcome in 
both cases was duo to the triumph of 
modpvir surgery.' But despite all this. 
the Montana people would insist, that 
Clark luck would havo pulled the cop- 
per king through iu any event. 


Worked Twenty Hours a Day. 


Senator Clark himself ascribes this 


so called luck to the fact that he used 
to work about twenty hours a day and 
has uot entirely recovered from the 
habit; 
The natives, while admitting 


the senator's steam engine Industry, 
insist, however, Ihut it alone could not 
have brought nil the good things that 
have been piled in his lap by fortune. 
Fov example, there was that time 
when Clark was just starting. Ho hud 
paved up a little iiionoy from mining, 
peddling, 
storekeeplng 
and 
sharp 


trades when some miners got a portion 
of it away from him by selling him a 
hole in the ground. 
Clark tried tc 


work the hole, only to find that he Imd 
been bunkoed. ]>ln« a good trader 
himselC, however, he said nothing, but 


Btincts of fl captain of industry early 
in the game. 


Clark had boon .1 poor boy In Penn- 


sylvania; had managed to get enough 
education to teach school for'u year in 
Missouri; then pounded an ox team 
through to Colorado at the start of the 
gold fever; in another yea:1 heard of 
the gold excitement in Montana and 
.hied himself thither, still with the ox 
team; worked as a common miner for 
a year and denned up $1.^00, and on 
this capital brought in stuff from the 
Missouri river points and even from 
Sun Francisco and sold it to the min- 
ers for three or four times what it 
cost liim. This might have been hick, 
but it also involved some rather foxy 
fmancierins. at which V,'. A. Clark was 
an artist even in those early days. The 
story of the start of the famous Clark- 
Daly feud illustrates this quality. This 
fowl, which alTceted every industry 
and every man, woman and child In 
Montana "and which finally came lo a 
finish fight in the United States son- 
ate, was perbnps the most momentous 
in Its' consequences of any in American 
history. Clark and Daly in the begin- 
ning were business associates and 
friends. In fact, they were bound by 
closer ties, for .7. Ross Clark, a youn- 
ger brother of lh;> copper- king, had' mar- 
ried a sister of Daly's wife. Hut there 
is no enmity like that of 
former 


friends. 


Daly needed a certain strip of land 


to furnish water for his Anaconda 
mines und offered the old fellow who 
owned the strip ?10.000 for the .water 
right. 
Tho owner' eagerly said he 


would take It and in the morning the 
deal was to have been carried through. 
Clark heard of It and gave tly old fel- 
low $25,000 for the strip. 
Then he 


made Daly pay ,?12.~>.000 for it. Marcus 
Daly paid the money, but swore venge- 
ance. 
There are rumors that Clark 


hud an earlier grudge to «ettle and took 
this method of doing it. but no one 
knows for certain except the copper 
king hlmscif, and he won't toll.

The'1 senate committee on privileges 


and elections heard the case and unan- 
imously decided that Clark was not 
entitled to his seat. Before it had a 
chance to report Clark resigned in a 
tearful speech. The next day, however, 
came an appointment signed by Lieu- 
teuunt Governor Spriggs appointing 
\V. A. Clark to the senate, vacancy 
created by the resignation. It appears 
that Governor Smith, who was a Daly 
•man, was temporarily absent from the 
'state, and the resignation had been so 
timed that the iippointment could lio 
made by the lieutenant governor, a 
Clark man. Then the war in Montana 
broke out with redoubled fury. About 
this time the copper trust, of which 
Thomas W. Lawson has been writing 
of late, was formed. 
Marcus Daly 


was 'made president. 
It was nt this 


point tlict F. A. Hoinze. the young 
copper Xnpoloon, came into the game. 
He raised a cry against the trust, or- 
' g.inixed a labor party, made dart: the 
candidate for the senate and carried 
the state. Daly did not live to see the 
Dual triumph of his enemy'. 
"W. A. 


Chirk was elected to the full senate 
term ending In 1007, and this time 
there was no contest. 
Marcus Daly 


wns dead and the feud was ended. _ 


There were after rumblings in which 


Chirk wa-4 charged with having thrown 
over Heinze, and there were even tales 
of a combination with Uie Standard 
Oil crowd to prevent any further con- 
test of his senate sent.

gradually died out, and the war which 
had divided a state into two hostile 
camps for a generation wns over. i

Clark rather sorely ad- 
mitted the fact, when the stranger 
ventured the cheerful information that 
it was a bonauxa. Clark was tired of 
being chaffed, rather wearily admitted 
the drinks were ou him and started to 
liquidate. The stranger Insisted. "But 
Ih.pre is not an ounce of gold or silver 
in ihe hole." said the now indignant 
owner of the "Colusa." 
"Gold or sil- 


ver!" said the man. "AVhy. that is n 
copper mine. 
There is I." pel1 cent 


cDpper." 
And this was the start of 


Clark's career as a copper king. 


"Baking Powder Billy." 


T.ut there were other things that 


came to Clark in the old days that the 
miners do not ascribe either to luck or 
hard work, but to a more subtle qual- 
ity. 
For example, Clark once cornered 


all the baking powder in the mining 
camp and was thereafter known as 
"Baking Towder Billy." Then ho cor- 
nered all the apples and sold them at 
a dollar apiece. On one or more occa- 
sions ho bought up all the available 
tobacco and sold it for a dollar a plug. 
Money was plentiful In Montana then 
and tobacco was scarce. Clark made 
it scarcer. As a consequence, he also 
cornered quite a little of the money 
supply, ric thus showed all the in-

i-itorial delegate to congress Daly's 
chance ctimo.

ordinarily would have stood no chance 
of election. But when the votes were 
counted it was found that Daly, though 
a Democrat himself, had thrown all his 
strength to the Kepublican candidate, 
and W. A. Clark met his first defeat 


Hero of Montana's Capital. 


Soon after this Montana was admit- 


ted to the Union, and the fight came 
on the location of the state capital. Da- 
ly wanted Anaconda, his homo town. 
Clark did not show his hand until the 
windup, when ho threw his forces to 
Helena, and Anaconda was disastrous- 
ly defeated, 
Clark was the hero of 


the new capital and was given a great 
banquet. The next year he was the 
Democratic candidate for United S.tatos 
senator nud thought he was elected, 
but Daly organized a rump legislature; 
sent two Republican contestants 
to 


Washington, and the senate seated 
them. Two years later Clark was again 
11 candidate', but this time Daly man- 
aged to deadlock the legislature, there 
was no election, and Lee Mantle, a He- 
publican, was appointed senator. 


In IS'JS Ciark was again a candidate 


and carried the legislaturel for the 
Democrats, but there wero enough 
Daly men to prevent his election. Then 
Clark made a combination with the 
Republicans and captured 1he plum. 
Daly charged bribery and carried thr 
case to the senate.

to newspapers. One 
morning Mr. 


Clark took up the Butte Miner, a paper 
of his own town, and in it read an ar- 
tistic roast of himself. 
Before sun- 


down he bad bought that paper, and 
a few clays Inter Marcus Daly took up 
the same' paper and In it feasted his 
eyes on one of the most pyrotechnic 
and vitriolic lambastings of himself 
that has ever, been put .Into type on 
this continent. 
Then he started the 


Anaconda Standard, strung a private 
wire to the town to get the news and 
made of It about the warmest news- 
paper ever published in a town'of that 
size. Clark got control of other papers, 
and the newspaper war that ensued 
will make an interesting chapter in 
Montana history In days that are not 
yet.Oue interesting 
story of Senator 


Clark relates to a barber, rather to 
two barbers. Happening into a shop 
one day the senator was rather insinu- 
atingly 
reminded 
by the 
tonsorial 


artist'that Charlie Clark, son of the 
copper king, paid $5 for his hair cuts. 
"Well," dryly remarked the elder Clark, 
"he 1ms »i' rich father and can afford 
it. I have not." Thereupon.he paid 
the regular price, DO cents, and left 
the shop. 
The other barber was n 


Kansas City product, and Clark ran 
into him while attending the Demo- 
cratic national convention 
in 3MO. 


Now this particular barber was not 
only an artist with the , razor and 
shears, but was something of a talker 
as well. 
Clark became enamored of 


this colloquial ability nnd hired the 
barber to go out into the hotels and 
toot the praises of the senator 
from 


Montana so long ns the convention 
lusted. So well did that knight of the 
shears perform his duty that Clark 
was one of the. most talked of men at 
the convention'. 


A Fastidious Dresser. 


There is a brighter side to '(bis ver- 


satile character. People have accused 
Clark of being a money making ma- 
chine, a man \vithuut heart and all 
that. They did not know him. Both 
of his marriages 
were purely love 


matches, and there Is a touch of ro- 
mance In each. His first wife was the. 
love of his boyhood. After be found 
a good mine in Montana Chirk went 
to Columbia college to take the mining 
course. 
He determined to know all 


about the business, us he has concern- 
ing every business in which he ever 
embarked. 
Returning home by way 


of his Pennsylvania birthplace, near 
Cwiuollsville, he found his early sweet- 
heart, married her and took her back 
to Butte. Clark was quite n fastidious 
dresser in those days, as e*cr, and the 
minister who married him said that 
tight boots would be the death of him 
yet. 
Tho first Mrs. Clark, who had 


been a poor country girl, astonished 
the folks by her new finery, and there 
are still windows about the country- 
side on which she wrote her name with 
her first diamond ring, which in that 
section was r. novelty in those days. 
From this union there were four chil- 
dren, two sous ,iud two daughters, all

the daughters sivilred a I'.i.'urce iu a 
rather sensational su'.t. The first Mrs.

Ai: his death his famiiy, which 
was a large one. was left in destitute 
circumstances. 
Senator Clark gener- 


ously provided for their wants and 
adopted one of ihe little girls, Miss 
Anna, as his ward. ''Her he had edu- 
cated both in this country and Europe. 
After he was elected senator the :nn 
;> 


bitlons matchmakers of Washington 
and New York were marrying him off 
every few days, and as the senator was 
always somethln'g of a gallant lie rath- 
er lent himself tu their schemes. 
In 


tills way the newspapers had various 
stories of approaching nuptials and 
oven spiced up '.tales approaching the 
scandal stage. 
The senator himself 


put an 'end .to all of these, however, 
by announcing a year or so ago that 
three years previous at Marseilles he 
bad married Miss La .Chapeile, his 
ward, and by her already had a daugh- 
ter two years old,

• For this new Mrs. Clark the .senator 
Is building the Quest palace in Now 
York, which, is now rapidiy approach- 
Ing completion. 
It is estimated that 


altogether this wonderful house will 
cost over Sfi.OOO.OOO.

stone for it Clark owns his own quar- 
ry at North .Toy; Me. 'For the bronzcs 
ho has his own factory in New York. 
He maintains other factories to pro- 
duce other accessories of the palace. 
Ht> is Quite an art connoisseur, having 
paid over $300,000 for one collection 
of paintings and having bought the. fa- 
mous'painting "Choosing a Model" for 
$42,000, outbidding George .1. Gould; 
To supply the rugs for.his house Sen- 
ator 'Chirk spent one or two seasons 
in Europe studying rugs, paying one 
of the most famous experts a regular 
salary for instructions. 


One of the features of'the. new Clark 


mansion is an elevator that is n draw- 
ing room. 'The second lioor is «o ar- 
ranged that at the touch of a' button 
all the rooms open togeihor into one 
magnificent «rt gallery. Altogether the 
place will be fully as spectacular as the 
career of the man who created it, who, 
starting a poor boy, now has an in- 
come of over $1,000,000 per month. •

u-iico fulfilled uiuil a further inquiry 
int.0 the case was made. 
The nat- 


ural repulsion of the 'public in seeing 
a woman hung was such that the 
reprieve was granted: The following 
is a brief story of the crime she was 
convicted of. 


The Crime. 


Mrs. Rogers killed her husband. 


Marcus Rogers, in order 
that 
she 


might possess herself of $000. 
his 


life insurance, and 
marry 
another 


man. .The murder was committed 
in Bonningion, on August 12.11)02, by 
the 'administration 
of 
chloroform. 


The circumstances leading up to the 
murder breathe of foul-conceit, cun- 
ning and a viciousiiess inconceivable 
in a woman. 


Mary Rogers was deeply loved by 


her husband. 
Tiring of her life with 


this quiet, unpretentious man she left 
him. 
In her unfortunate 
life that 


followed in Bennington, she met a 
youth, barely seventeen years old. by 
•the name of Leon Perham. a 
half 


breed Indian, who became enamored 
of her. Perham wanted to 
marry 


her. 
Mrs. Rogers had no mind for 


that, hut kept Perham (.Tangling by 
her side. 


Mrs. Rogers foil in love •with a 


well-known citizen of Bennington, who 
however was not aware of her pas- 
sion for him. 
As a woman of the 


street she knew she could not win 
him and in her simple way bethought 
that once -in possession of her hus- 
band's $000 life 
insurance 
money 


she would become an object of devo- 
tion and attention. 
With iM thought 


came the plan to do away with Rog- 
ers, whom she had left. 
Rogers in 


spite of her life and shame had of- 
ten times sent word to his wife to 
come to him and he would forgive 
and forget 'the 
past. 
^His 
strong 


love for her and his willingness to 
forgive her were his undoing. 
She 


entered into a conspiracy with Per- 
ham who was her willing tool being 
led to believe that she would marry 
him. 


Rogers was a powerful man. and his 


end had to be accomplished by cun- 
ning and deceit. 
She wrote 
that 


she was ready to come back; wanted 
to come back and would he forgive 
her. 
Leon Perham 
turned 
state's 


evidence 
and on the stand he gave 


testimony, a recital such as has rare- 
ly been heard in the courts of law. 


According to Perham Mrs. Rogers 


had written to" her husband 
from 


whom she- was estranged, asking him 
to meet her at ,'i:MO o'clock nt night. 


After the meeting 
and 
pretended 


roc-.ouciliatiun Leon led the way into 
Morgan's grove, and by a winding 
path to the river. 
' A great stone 


wall separated 
the grove 
from the 


river bank. 
'Hie distance from the' 


wall to the tank was less than a 
half dozen feet. 


"May am! I 
walked 
along 
with 


Rogers until we came 'to a break 
iu tlie wall," said Loon. "She went 
through and 
we 
followed. 
It was 


cold and I had on a big overcoat. 1 
spread this out on the ground and 
all three of us sat down. 
\Ve were 


only u few feet from the edge of the 
river. 


"May said siie had a new trick with 


a rope. 


"He liiiighed. 
May laughed too, 


and drew out a piece of clothes line. 
Then she said she'd bet she could 
tie me so that I couldn't get loose. 


"'I'll bet you can't' I said. 
"She tied my hands loosely and I

HOSTILITIES TO BE SUSPENDED 


Declares It Has Been Custom itf All 


Peace Negotiations During the Con- i 
vention to Arrange Terms of Set 
tlement. 


New York, July 29.—"Japan Is per- 


fectly willing to agree to an armistice 
after the credentials ot both peace 
delegations have been examined and 
approved." 
' With this statement Aimar Sato, 
minister resident to the emperor of 
Japan and official spc-kesmah o£ the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries, cleared up 
the uncertainty,which has existed over 
the question of a truce between the 
armies in the 1'ar ea^t. 


"The examination oi the credentials 


necessarily must be 'the first duly of 
the peace delegates;," he continued, 
"to ascertain that o.il £.re qualified to 
act in the capacity to which they are 
represented. 
In the negotiations for 


peace that ended tlie Chinese war 
there was much delay because the 
credentials of one of the Chinese plen- 
ipotentiaries did not bear the emper- 
or's seal granting him plenary pow- 
ers. 


Envoys Have F.ull Power. 


"However, I think an armistlc will 


be agreed upon after the commissions 
enter formally upon their work. 
It 


has been the custom in all peace ne- 
gotiations to cease 
histlliiies dur- 


ing the convention'<of peace plenipo- 
tentiaries." 


Mr. Sato was asked as to the defi- 


nite powers of the members of his 
commission and he said: 


"They have power to reject any 


proposal and commit the Japanese 
government to any document they 
may sign, subject, of course, to the 
sanction of the emperor." 


Regarding the reports that China 


intends asking an indemnity, Mr. Sato 
said: 


"China couid not ask any indemnity 


of Japan. It was her inability or un- 
willingness to keep Russia 
out of 


Manchuria that forced us'into the 
war."

Komura has scored one point over M.
